Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. STUDY OF ESTABLISHMENT OF MEMORIAL TO
BATTLE OF MIDWAY AT MIDWAY ISLANDS.
(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than one year after the
date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of the
Interior shall, acting through the Director of the National

Midway Memorial Foundation, Inc. (hereafter in this sec-
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tion referred to as the “Foundation”), carry out a study
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of the feasibility and adwvisability of establishing Midway
Islands as a national memorial to the Battle of Midway.
(b) CONSIDERATIONS.—In studying the establish-
ment of Midway Islands as a national memorial to the
Battle of Midway under subsection (a), the Secretary shall
consider the following:

(1) Whether or not to lease or otherwise trans-
fer to the Foundation for use as a memorial to the
Battle of Midway the lands (including any equip-
ment, facilities, infrastructure, and other improve-
ments) and waters of the Midway Islands that are—

(A) owned by the United States;

(B) under the jurisdiction of the Secretary
of the Interior; and

(C) designated by the Secretary of the In-
terior as historic landmarks.

(2) Whether or not, and under what conditions,
to permit the Foundation to maintain such lands
and waters, or a portion of such lands and waters,
as a memorial to the Battle of Midway.

(3) Whether or not to require the Foundation
to operate and maintain the memorial at no charge

to the United States.
